St. Louis Coming Into Era of 
Great Building Activity in 
Business District, Especial- 
ly on Washington Avenue 
and Olive Street—There Is 
Also Revival of Residential 
Building. 
PLANS CONSIDERED 
FOR ANOTHER HOTEL 








Consummation of the Rail- 
way Exchange Project for 
the Barr Block Has Revived 
Several Big Enterprises 
Awaiting Definite Assur- 
ance of Its Construction. 





The year closed in St. Louis realty 
circles with the business district of the 
city the pivot of the market. “ 

Some of the most notable central 
transactions ofthe year have been con- 
cluded within the month, their comple- 
tion on'the eve of the new year being 
regarded as of favorable import. 

The sale by the Holbrook-Blackwelder 
company for George: F. Tower of the 
fee to the northeast corner of Olive and 
Seventh streets, the site of the present 
annex to the William Barr Dry Goods 
Co., to the Trust Estate Department of 
the St. Louis Union Trust Co., for $1,- 
600,000, was the cap sheaf of the harvest 
in December. The site has a frontage of 
116 feet by a depth on Seventh street, 
extending to a private alley. The sale 
was at the rate of $18,000 a front foot, 
tipping the scale of prices in this sec- 
tion. 

The transfers in 1911 aggregated $30,- 
816,900, a decrease of $7,069,153 compared 
with those of 1910. The 1911 transfers 
were 14,228 in number, exceeding those of 
1910 by 186. The decrease in the aggre- 
gate amownt was due to the inactivity 
of the market. in the business district 
of the city the first half of the year. 
The successful issue ,of the Railway 
Exchange Building or Barr project, 
has set in motion again the pen- 
dulum in downtown St. Louis... A 
score of large and important projects 
hung upon the Railway Exchange 
project, the uncertainty of which vir- 
tually caused a cessation of realty and 
building operations in that part of the 
city. 

The horoscope’s cast for the year can 
hardly be too sanguine, the residential 
as well as the business districts of the 
city being fraught with possibilities. 
Realty and building operations will be 
on a large and comprehensive scale if 
the plans of promoters do not go awry. 
A number of conspicuous sites in both’ 
sections of the city are scheduled for 
improvement next year. 

High Class Buildings Proposed. 
The 21-story office building, to be 
erected by the Commonwealth Trust Co., 
at the northeast corner of Broadway 
and Olive street, replacing its present 
structure, will be only secondary to the 
Railway Exchange Building. The con- 
struction of this building will be begun 
within the next few months, and its 
completion will be timed with that of 
the Raiway Exchange Building. . 

Plans are ready for a nine-story de- 
partment store building at the south- 
west corner of Washington avenue and 
Seventh street. This building will be 
erected by George F. Tower for Kolb 
& Teich of Chicago, dealers in women’s 
apparel, and Sam Kessler, a furrier of 
St. Louis. 

A 20-story office building will grace 
the southwest corner of Olive and Sixth 
street, if negotiations now in progress 
are perfected. The site is controlled by 
the Holbrook-Black welder coterie, which 
is engineering the project, which will 
be a twin structure of the Common- 
wealth Trust Building. The improve- 
ment is virtually assured, it having 
Leen contingent upon the Railway Ex- 
change Building, the lever of the mar- 
ket in this section. 

Another Big Hotel. 

The imposing array of projects, em- 
brace large hotel plans. Attention is 
directed to the sc ‘hwest corner of 
Twelfth and Olive creets, which is pre- 
eminently a hotel location. The promi- 
nence of ‘an improvement of this de- 
scription on this -corner would be ac- 

centuated by the width of Twelfth 
street and and the conspicuous 1loca- 
tion. 

‘The bioek. bounded by Seventeenth, 
Eighteenth, Pine and Chestnut streets, 
and the large plot at the northeast 
corner of Washington avenue anc 
Kighteenth street, probably will be ab- 
sorbed the coming year. The former 
constitutes 4 site for a great hotel 
structure, oF other quasi-public build- 
ing. The block is owned by Isaac H. 
Lionberger, who is contemplating an 
improvement of that character, The up- 
building of this block will rejuvenate 
and change the complexion of this sec- 
tion of the city, which is a logical com- 
mercial center. 

Offers have been forthcoming for the 

northeast corner of Washington ave- 
nue and Eighteenth street, ar superb 
location for a great building, either a 
or a hostelry of the first 
magnitude. This site is controlled by 
James M. Franciscus of Franciscus & 

Kunz, who has ambitious ideas about 
its improvement. 

The general awakening is antcipated 
in the St. Louis realty market, par- 
ticularly in the manufacturing district. 
A great deal of correspondence has 
been received at the St. Louis Real 
Estate Exchange and at the Business 
Mens’ League, from concerns contem- 
plating locating in St. Louis. The great 
demand for factories in St. Louis 
which formerly prevailed, it is believed, 
will be renewed after the holidays, the 
eyes of the industrial world being ob-

The annual report of Building Com- 
missioner James N. McKelvey, which 


was made public yesterday. shows a 
decrease in building of $992,507.50 
from that done in 1910. « The total 


amount expended in building in 1910 
was $19,600,063, while $18,607,555.50 
was expended in the last year. There 


were 8704 building permits issued in 
1910 and only 7288 in 1911, the re- 
port shows. 

According. to the 1911 report the 
largest amount was used in the last 
12 months in erecting brick tene- 
ments at an estimated cost of less 
than $15,000. The amount expended 
for this type of construction was 
$4,941,645 for 845 buildings. Brick 
dwellings, estimated in cost at less 
than $20,000 cost $3,595,609 for 1287 
buildings. 

Manufactories and shops were built 
in the year to the amount of $1,305,- 
700 for 96° buildings. One hundred and 
ninety-three stores were erected ata 


costing less than $200 were construct- 
ed at a total cost of $82 7,400, 44 ware- 
houses were built at a cost of $763,- 
373, 23 school houses were erected at 
a@ cost of $692,300, and 35 theaters 
and places of amusement were con- 
structed at a cost of $676,800. 
' Eleven New Office Buildings. 
There were 4388 frame dwellings 
built at a cost of $429, 826, 11 office 
buildings were constructed at a cost 
of $532,390, 12 mercantile buildings 
cost $464,000 and seven churches cost 
$223,000. 
The number and cost of other build- 
ing constructed was as follows: Brick 
dwellings estimated over $50,000, two cost 
$130,000; brick dwellings costing between 
$50,000 and $20,000, five cost $120,285; frame 
tenements, two cost $3500; hotels, two 
cost ' $67,000; stores costing over $30,000, 
seVen cost $297,086; stores costing be- 
tween $30,000 and $15,000, eight cost $155, - 
000; public building, one cost $14,185; sta- 
bles and garages, 857 cost $270,079: gas 
tank, one cost $275,000; dormitories, two 
cost $105,000; hospital, one cost $76,000; 
freight depots, one cost $165,000, and mis- 
cellaneous, 2955 cost $411,787.50. 


Two Millions in Alterations. 

The alterations for the year cost $2,- 
033,073. The largest amounts expended 
in alterations were as follows: 579 stores, 
$438, 240,964; miscellaneous buildings, $269,- 
o87, 109 manufacturies and workshops, 
$261,847; 19 schools, $190,883; 283 brick 
dwellings, $171,736; 87 warehouses, $119,121; 
176 brick tenements, $103,188. 
The report of the month of December 
also shows a decrease from December, 
1910. In December, 1910, $836,879 was 
spent in building, while this month’s re- 
port shows only $635,408.50, a decrease of 
$201,470.50, 

The largest amounts expended in new 
buildings in December were 76 brick 
dwellings at a cost of $193,600, and 31 
brick tenements at a cost of $133,000. 
The largest amounts expended in alter 
ing buildings in December were 14 man: 
ufactories and workshops at a cost of 
$30,752; 59 miscellaneous structures at a 
cost of $29,705, and 28 stores at a cos! 
of $22,997.

OtIP LOAD OF ARMS 
GOES TO PARAGUAY, 
NOT T0 PORTUGAL 


Passenger Takes Charge of Ves- 
sel and Compels Crew to Sail 
for South America. 





ANTWERP, Jan, 1.—The crew of the 
Sieamer Zeebrugge, which sailed from 


here the night of Oct. 31. with a cargo 
of arms and ammunition, it was.thought 


that the steamer and its cargo was not 
fur the Portuguese royalists but for 
the Paraguayan revolutionists. 

They carried 250 tons of powder, four 
large cannon, one machine gun, 63,000 
1 fles, a wireless apparatus, uniforms 
and other military supplies. There 
were two English passengers and five 


Spanish passengers aboard. One of the 
“paniards, Arricos by name, assumed 
direction of affairs, as soon as the 
steamer was out of sight of land. 

The Zeebrugge, instead of proceeding 
for Port Stanley, Falkland fsianc:, fot 
wale she had cleared, headed direct 
¢ 


‘or South America. The Belgian sailors 
then learned that it was the intention 
te attack the Paraguayan villages on 
the Rio de la Plata. As soon as the 
South American coast was sighted, 
Arricos mounted the gun on the. deck. 
When the mouth of the Rio de la Plata 
was reached, the Brazilian flag was 
heisted. 

The name of the ship was changed 
several times, each time the old name 
heing painted out and a new one sub- 
stituted. 

The Belgian crew wa ompelled to 
ohey orders, Arricos standing over the 
men with a revolver. When the Para- 
guayan border was reached, the English 
captain announced that the steamer be- 


longed to Arricos and the men were 
free to leave. Refusing the invitation 
of Arricos to join his expedition, the 


crew made its way to Buenos Ayres and 
thence to Antwerp. 

Difficulties having arisen between the 
crew and the former Belgian owners of 
the Zeebrugege, about their wages, the 
sailors have brought suit against the 
owners. One of the Antwerp deputies 
tas announced the purpose of asking 
explanation from the Government why 
such a flagrant violation of the neu- 





trality laws was not prevented.
